Closely to Maintain Seourity” 


[Text | Hanols The party committees and the governmental administration are inten- 
‘ifying their guidance of the public security, army, militia, and self-defenne 
unite, and the neighborhood defense forces, in coordinating patrolling, control, and 
the maintenance of order and seourity. The members of the Standing Committee of the 
Municipal Party Committee and the base-level party committees participated in the 
Joint meetings between the army and the public security forces in order to have 
epecific guidance measures and help the unite to always be unified in commnding, 
guiding, and organising, from top to bottom ani in close coordination with the local 
forces. By the application of professional measures led by adminio trative 
contro] measures, the men began to struggle effectively against people who earned 
Lllegal livings, stopped negative activities, and did a good job of protecting the 
property of the state ani the people. To date, of thousands of public security 
policemen and troops in Hanoi have organised joint patrols and inspections, and have 
uncovered and turned over to the state property valued at hundreds of thousands of 
done.

Haiphong: The Public Security Service and the military organ held a conference to 
preliminarily recapitulate the task of cooperating in the protection of order and 
seourity. During the recent period, the military control forces, the people's 
public security unite, and the neighborhood dofenme, militia, and self-defense 
unite have established close ties and have coordinated in patrolling and inapection.

Oapitulation, 12 unite and 57 cadres, servicemen, ani public seourity policemen were 
rewarted by the Munioipal Adminiatrative Committee, 


Ho Ohi Minh City: Oarrying out the Constitution and doing a good job of mintaing 
seourity in general and during the lunar new year in partioular, the police forces 
protecting the olty promoted the implementation of Directive 92 of the Secretariat 
of the Party Central Committee regarding “building pure, strong public seourity 
forces and promoting the mase movement to protect the seourlty of the homeland.” 
Group 304 competed in strictly carrying out orders, and in building unite that are 
atrong, ideologically, tight with regard to organiaation and discipline, and united 
with regard to will to act. Company 5 had been a weak, deficient unit but advanced 
to becoming a good unit. Battalion 8 coordinated closely with the military control 
forces, fulfilled ite assigned missions well, and committeed no discipline viola- 
tions.

CHANGES IN EDUCATIONAL METHODS OF POLITICAL OFFICERS' SCHOOL LAUDED

[Text | Five years ago the Political Officers’ School of the Vietnam People's Army 
was founded to fulfill the missions of strengthening the party's leadership of the 
army and building up the army -- a professional, modern people's army of the soclal- 
let Vietnamese homeland -- in the new phase, 


To date, the school has trained thousands of political officers to supplement the 
base-level unite. In general, that corps of political officers have done a good job 
of fulfilling their responsibility of carrying out the party work and the political 
work in the wnite, and have contributed worthily to the victory of the enterprise of 
building and defending the homeland. 


There are many reasons for that victory. One of the main reasons ie that the 
schools have continually transformed their teaching methods so ihat they are in- 
oreasingly rational and effective, closely combined teaching with study, study with 
practice, and study with training in the schools, and have closely combined teach- 
ing and study in the schools with the actual requirements of the unite, 

the battlefield, etc. The transformations in the teaching methods have been 
intended to contribute positively to enabling the political cadres at the base level 
to be trained basically, comprehensively, with deep specialigation and with suffi- 
clent quality and ability to develop the party work and the political work strongly 
and effectively, in building as well as in combat. 


Obeying the basic principles of Marxism-Leninism -- the unification of theory and 
practice and the close combination of social science and military science -- and 
with the concept that the quality and ability of cadres constitute a unified whole, 
from party members who have been forged and challenged in combat ami work, who are 
assistant equad leaders and squad leaders under 24 years of age who have graduated 
from Level III and in good health, the training task must aim toward enabling the 
students to become party political cadres in the army who are solid politically, 
expert professionally, and sufficiently capable of aseuming the responsibility of 
organising the good implementation of the political work in the base-level organisa- 
tion of a modern army. Lenin pointed out that they were “people who manifest the 
epirit of the party in the Red Army." They are the party's cadres in the army, 








superior military personne! and new people who are soolallat collective matern, 
firmly gmap the creative theory and practioe of Markiam-leninion, have a baalo 
military level, have all-round knowledge of Literature, history, mthemtion,

On the basle of those trmining objectives, the requirement of transforming the edu- 
vational methods hae a very declolive algnifioance, Firet of all, we muet une the 
full understanding of the resolution of the Fourth Marty Congress regarding the 
direotion of the task of teaching Marxiom-Leninian to vadres and party members, the 
Politioal Bureau resolution regariing the transformation of education, and the 
resolution of the Central Military Party Committee regariing the Implementation of 
the Polical Bureau, in order to determine the education and training methods, 


On the basia of unifying theory and practioe, all training of the sohoole must tie 
in the sohool with soolety, with the unite, and with the battlefield, achieve the 
three graduations -- graduation in school, @raduation on the practioe flelds, and 
@raduation on the battlefield «= combine atudy with practice and combine eatudy with 
forging in the sehoolsa, and transform the sohool's training process into a procens 
of self-training by otudente, 


According to the otruggle direction of advancing the schools to becoming Maraiat- 
Leniniat colleges of the system of concentrated party schools in the army, the 
sohoole regami the creation of capability to develop the independence and crwativity 
of the etudente and gradually create for them solentific methods ao that they oan 
orient themselves and independently resolve actual problema that are posed, in 
accordance with their function and reaponalbilities, in development and combat in 
the base-level unite, 


In the organigation of theoretioal, politioal, and military inetruction we have 
abandoned the previous method of studying one subject after another and have re. 
placed it with the alternated study of the subjecte -- theory, cultural, and pro- 
fessional, summarising information contained in philosophical lessons, and the crea- 
tion of mutual support among the subjects and enthusiasm on the part of the 
students, 


The requirement regarding inetruction te that it must be systematic and simple, must 
conoentrate on clarifying the revolutionary and rotentific nature of the sub ject 
being presented, and carrying out the slogan of relating therory to practice, 
Clarifying the practical guidance significance ami the correct application of the 
stands and policies of the party, and paying attention to elloiting the satudenta' 
remaining probleme. 


The struggle standard for improving the quality of inetruction to that while mni- 
feasting the theoretical, ideologice|, and militant nature, the inetructorsa munt 
also be people who “preach” and people who guide the attitudes anf actions of the 
students, The achievement of the requirements and standaria ie very difficult, for 
it demands an expert knowledge of theory, profound knowledge of the party's lines 
and policies of the party, fully experienced in actual soctal atruggle, actual 
military activities, and political work in the army, and bastc pedagogical knowledge

With regami to trmining in accomance with the quality and atyle standanmls of pollt 
ional cadres in the army, the contents of sehool training are comprehennive, Ar 
military personnel, they must be carefully trained with regan to functions, omers, 














diselpline, tnternmal seourtty, work atyle, courtesy, and the Life atyle of the new 
mnoin the revolutlonary armed forces, An political cadres of the party, training 
ie orlented toward tnoreasing thelr knowledge, of the current situation in the world 
and in our country, and sensitivity toward the positive and negative phenomena in 
noolal iife, in the relationships between man and the organisation, between unit 
nenbera, between the upper echelon and the lower echelon, and with their families, 
and vigilance toward the peyehological warfare and sabotage activities of the enemy, 
In other worda, with regaml to all problema regarding the political situation and 
internal mttera, wo muet gradually create for the students a party-orlented, sclen- 
title outlook when examining things, and a method of resolving problems that is 

a) ropriate to the party's stands and viewpoints, 


Furthermore, physical training must aleo be carried out in the sehool so that the 
studente can have good health and endurance, The physical training curriculum has 
boon mde a part of the main program, It both provides basic knowledge of physical 
education and sports and provides a graduated training program that 16 combined with 
Lhe expansion of physleal education training movements and participation in the 
athletic subjectea and the military sporte subjects, Every year there are physical 
training teste and contests in athletics and sports among the units held by the 
nohooln, 


In order to transform the training process into a process of self-training, the 
sohoolse have sought all ways to develop the combined strength of all educational 
forces, and all educational inetruments and facilities, to affect the students ani 
transform all activities of the schools into educational environments, The instruc- 
tors and managing cadres must always be exemplary in doing their jobs, in their 
attitudes ae well as in their deeds, 


In carrying out the various tasks in the schools -- the political work, management, 
concern for living conditions, ete, -- it le necessary to pay attention to serving 
ati modelo for the students, in everything from such m jor matters as party activi 
ties, internal political activities, the organigation of holidays, the lunar new 
yar, the seeing off of men who are going to practice what they have learned or are 
going to the front, and receptions for the men following their practice or combat, 
to such specific tasks as creating flower gardens, digging Uncle Ho fish ponde, 
providing for sehools for children of the war dead, including the paying of respect, 
ote, The above policies and tasks have played a positive role in both respects:

NEW OFFICER TRAINING PROGRAM EXPLAINED

mand Officers" | 


[Text | At the beinning of the 1960-1961 academic year the Ministry of National 
Defense, in order to serve the requirement of building the armed forces in the new 
phase, issued a decision regarding a plan for a system of schools to train offleers 
and the promulgation of curricula to train basic-level officers for the entire army. 


That is an important developmental step in our army's school task, and io intended 
to apply more profoundly the party's educational principles, political line, and 
military line in the task of training officers, 


The training program is the factor of most decisive importance in training. It 
determines the training contents and methods, and determines the quality and ability 
of future officers, The curricula recently promulgated by the Ministry are aimed 
toward the objective of training army cadres who have sufficient quality and ability 
to meet the requirements of the missions of the armed forces during the pertod in 
which the entire nation is building and defending the soctaliat homeland, who are 
suitable for the present developmental level of our armed forces, consisting of 
armed forces branches and combat arms which have increasingly complete organisation 
and equipyent and are advancing to an increasingly higher level of professional liom 
and modernity, and who are suite»le for the operational mode of our rmed foreen in 
war to defend the homeland. Another aim is advancing training to a professionml, 
unified, basic, systematic, and comprehensive status in order to meet the specialsed 
requirements of cadres with broad specialisation and create a corps of cadres with 
solid, basic ability, to assure the short-range and long-range army development 
plans. 


The curricula were prepared with scientific calculations and modern contents, but it 
is also aporopriate to our troops’ actual training and combat conditions, They 
include a good deal of material of a clearly specialised nature which both assures 
the improvement of the officers’ ability and oalances theory with practice while 
stressing practice, especially the forging of combat skills, staff work, and detach 
ment operations. They also scientifically apply many advanced training organisation 
forms, including many practical training forme. 











Jtrlotly carrying out the ordere of the Mintetry of National Defense and carrying 
out training in accormance with curricula, oontenta, and timen atipulated by the 
Miniotry are renponsibiiities of the offieers' sohools, Mach school must organise 
atudy to enable everyone to fully understand the oontenta, currioula, and training 
methoda of the wohool, All ineatruotors must grasp the general ourrioulum and the 
opeolalived ourrloulum for whieh they are reaponsaible, We must oreate and perfoot 
new contentea, organi@ational forma, and training methods, and enable all inatructors 
to fully ranp the contents and organisational methods of their subject before be- 
Vinning training, At the same time, we must urgently organise the preparation of 
xtbook materials, in accordance with Directive 1W-CTlM of the General Utalf, 
wiioh are appropriate to the training ourrtoulum, It ie necesmary to positively 
bring into that work Inetructora who are ekilled and have much training experience, 
Attention must be paid to building new mtertal-teohnical basen for training in 
acoormance with the new currioulum, In selecting atudentea it te necenmary to firmly 
grasp the standamia, take the initiative in orpating and cultivating sources of 
students, and organiee recruitment that to in correct accordance with standards, 


The cadre trainig work of each sehool tea an important part of the over-all plan for 
bullding up the armed forces' corps of cadres, Therefore, the otrict carrying out 
of the orders of the Mintatry of National Defense ia not only relevant to each armed 
forces branch, combat arm, and sector but 1a also relevant to the over-all enter- 
prise of building up the armed forces, It not only has a short-range signi floance 
but also hae a long-range olgnificance, The offioers' schools must have a high 
degree of determination, apply creative measures, and urgently oarry out all aspects 
of their work, in order to train promptly and in acoorlance with the new curriculum,

[Text | TS, 1 Nov <<a number of organs, enterprises, and unite in the city have be- 
@un to applythe system of monetary compensation for some standard products which 
cannot be supplied in kind to cadres, workers, and civil servants. 


According to the Commercial Service, at present ite specialised corporations are 
emieavoring to purchase 10 essential goods to supply to cadres, workers, and «ivil 
servants, as determined by the resolution of the Municipal Party Congress regarding 
living standards. During the initial phase, meat, soap, and sugar were distributed. 
In the immediate future, the Commercial Service will concentrate on 

vegetables and fish to hospitals and schools which have messing facilities, and to 
public security and army unite, so in the other places the monetary reimbursement 
system will be applied. 


At the Sinoo enterprise, the financial element is doing accounting paperwork so that 
within the next few days it oan provide compensatory payments for the fish and 
vegetable rations to all the enterprise's cadres, workers, and personnel. The fixed 
amount of compensation for each kilo of vegetables is 1.5 dong, and in accordance 
with the per-person standard of 6 kilos per month, the compensatory payment for 


vegetables is 9 dong. 


With regard to fish, each person will receive compensatory payments based on the 
difference between the market price ani the supply price, which ie 8 dong per kilo. 
Ae regards the fieh supply standard for eligible people, compensatory payments will 
aleo require some supporting documents, such as local vouchers and food mation 
books, so the enterprise will make the compensatory paymente in November. 


The Sinco enterprise, the Municipal Planning Committee, and the University are the 
three unite which have been selected as test unite for the implementation of that 
monetary compensation system.

They planted 45,000 
hectares of winter-epring rice, more than 50 percent of the amount of area put 
under cultivation during the last winter-opring season. 


The key rice growing districts of Phu Tan and Cho Mol have put more than 60 
percent of their fields under cultivation; in Phu Tan District, 16 production 
collectives have completed their transplanting and are now shifting their ef forte 
to weeding and fertilieing their rice crops. 


The districts of Phu Chau, Chau Thanh ani Chau Phu, paving coordinated the rapid, 
syotematic harvesting of 10th month rice with the soning of areas to be drained by 
pumps, have plowed, harrowed and planted from 2,000 to 6,000 hectares of winter- 
apring rice, The water conservancy sector has sent additional pumps to the various 
districts in order to drain fields and accelerate the planting and transplanting 
of winter-apring rice, 


Nghe [inh Province: during this winter-spring season, more than 0 percent of 

the cooperatives in the province have entered into product contracts with 
individual groups of laborers and individual cooperative members for the production 
of rice and subsidiary food crops, consequently, the rate of production has been 
faster than in previous years. 


Practically all cooperatives have assigned plowing contracts to the specialised

NEW BUS FARES SALD TO LOWER BLACK MARKET FARES 
Ho Chi Minh City TIA SANG in Vietnamese 2 Nov 80 pp 1,7 
[Article by Phung Huu Hats "The New Prices and the Situation on Some Routes" | 


[Text | "You want to buy a ticket, plus one ticket for your two children, that is 
two tickets in all, One ticket sold by the state costs 15 dong, But you want to 
pay 14 dong for two tickets, You shouldn't be so greedy, I'1) tell you, a ticket 
sold by the state costes 15 dong, so the black market price has to be 25 dong, You 
need to two tickets, so I'll sell you two for 45 dong, wiich is very cheap!" 


Many passengers who were boarding the ferry in Bac My Thuan turned around and looked 
at the assistant driver of a bus which ran the Bac My Thuan-Ho Chi Minh City route, 
who was shoutirg at a passenger, He appeared to be angry because the passenger 
wanted to pay for the ticket before she got aboard, and pay a price that was toolow, 
below what he had demanded. 


However, a moment after the ferry arrived at the ferry slip that assistant driver 
was begging the passenger to get aboard at the regular price. ‘o the assistant 
driver "went down into the water" to pick up passengers! That was a new phenomenon, 
because for a long time passengers who wanted to board the bus along the route had 
to pay the fee demanded by the assistant driver, 


On the same route, on 26 October, a driver complained that he had "suffered a loss" 
of 200 dong because he had picked up passengers along the way. Because he had 
negotiated with the ticket seller, he had been able to reserve 35 seats aboard the 
bus to pick up passengers along the way. From those passengers, and their luggage, 
he hoped to make at least several hundred dong. 


"However, unfortunately for me, said the driver, "there were few passengers and 
they paid before they boarded the bus, Therefore, I suffered a loss because | 
couldn't pick up enough passengers. I had never suffered a loss before!" 


For a long time now the assistant drivers picking up passengers along the way have 
charged fees five to seven times greater than the state price. ‘ince the new prices 
came into effect, a number of assistant drivers who demanded high prices had meet 
determined resistance from the passengers and have had to lower their prices, 


One of the reasons why passengers have boldly ‘esisted is that at the bus stations 
it is easier to buy tickets than in the past. In some places, such as the An Giang 
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bus etation, the buses walt for more than an hour but do not have enough passengers 
to leave the etation, At the weatern region bus station, a number of bunen that 
have been sent to the station have had to return because there weren't enough pase 
songera, eto, 


However, during the first few years of applying the new prices, the biack market in 
tickets at the woatern region eatation continued to exiat, The reason wau that the 
panoongers, deeing that people were standing in line to buy tioke'a, were afraid 
that they couldn't buy tloeketa, ae in the past, Furthermore, the people who sold 
bluckmarket tickets eapread the rumor that "there are no more buses" or "it's very 
ard to buy bua tickets," ete, Thus the passengers hastily bought blackmarket 
tickets, However, within a few daya the passengers, seeing that it wan easy to buy 
tickets, willingly stood in line to buy ticketa at offietal prices, In the past, 
in front of the western region bue station there were about 15 people selling black- 
mrket tickets, but now there are only a few standing around and seducing passen- 
gore, Inetead of going inaide to buy tickets, they go directly to were the buses 
are parked to board a bus and sit in "first class" seate .,, at offielal priceal 


The selling of blackmarket ticketea at the binh Trieu atation has also dealined, 
Acoording to the station's operations office, passengers who register one day can 
purchase tickets the next day, Blackmarket tickets are only sold to people mking 
business trips who do not have papers to purchase tickets, and the prices they pay 
are only a few tens of dong above the official price, In the past, blackmrket 
tickets cost three to four times more than the official price, 


When we went to the Binh Trieu station on 26 October we heard a loudspeaker announc- 
ing that passengers needing to buy sleeper oar tickets to Hanoi for the following 
day could purchase them immedtately! 


The situation has improved for passengers because, although ticket prices have 
increased, tickets can be purchased at the official prices, And the Iinoreased 
prices are still low -- equal to only about half of the blackmarket prices people 
had to pay in the past for then the offictal prices were low but tickets were very 
hard to buy. 


A factor that has helped lower the price of blackmarket prices ia that the number of 
passengers has declined more than 30 percent since the application of the new 
prices, although the number of transportation facilities has not increased, Most 
of the drop in passengers ie accounted for by small merchants who travel short 
distances, People traveling on official business can purchase tickets more cantly 
than in the past, The number of long-distance passengers has declined less than the 
number of short-range passengers, and the number of passengers traveling from Ho 
Chi Minh City has declined less than the number of passengers travelling from the 
other provinces, In some places, such as Pletky City, buses arriving from Ho Chi 
Minh City do not have enough passengers to mkeo a return trip. Sometimes bunes 
belonging to the Western Hegion Interprovincial Buse Corporation must remain in the 
provinces 3 or 4 days before there te a sufficient number of passengers, 


A problem being posed at present ie that the bus stations are going all-out to 

keeping buses for the routes, not because the turn-round time ino slow because there 
aren't enough passengers for the return trips but becaune of the reduction of buses 
for the outward trips. Placing a sufficient number of busen in service and serving
